$10,000 offered by a New York news- 
paper to the aviator making a suc- 
cessful flight from Albany to New 
York was won by Glenn W. Curtiss 
yesterday.

The scores of boats that dotted the

Curtiss stepped from his machine

class of people similarly engaged else- 
where. Our citizens are daily con- 
suming ‘butter. prepared under con- 
ditions decidedly inferior to the care 
exercised ‘by those producing milk 
for consumption in the city. 

Upon inquiry I am informed that all 
this-talk ‘of death-dealing bacteria in 
the milk in question has been made 
without one drop of it having been 
analyzed. With all due respect to Dr. 
Revell, it would appear that purposely 
or otherwise, the samples so contamin- 
ated as not to require scientific anal- 
ysis were selected for the purpose of 
justifying the exceptional interest at 
present manifested by our city health 
department. The writer has for years 
been a daily producer of milk irom the 
city dairies and has yct,to-sce the firs. 
bottle of milk of the description given 
of the samples secured. Surely these 
samples were far fetched to meet the 
purpose. 

From the information I gather the 
milk consumers of the city are not 
going to be stampeded to allow any 
syndicate to secure control of the city 
milk supply and a monopoly that 
would greatly increase the cost of 
milk. ‘ 

Our health department have arrived 
at a hasty conclusion without appar- 
ently giving consideration to the prob- 
able causes that may be found in the 
homes of the consumers, many of 
whom may ‘de responsible through 
carelessness in handling the milk after 
it has come into their: “possession. 
Thoughtlessness on the part of the 
heusekccper Werwa expras the midk 
‘nea Iundred and one ways ‘to bac- 
teria capable of producing ‘the death 
ceaing qualities complainted of 

If the Lealth department are us sin- 


Teere in protecting the health of the 


city as they would have us ‘believe, 


they will find a large field ‘in which to 


work without going outside the city 
limits. In this connection we have 
the report of the dairy inspector that 
has already been accepted by ‘the 
Medical Health Officer. 

A short time ago an agitation ter- 
minated in a bylaw against spitting 
on t he sidewalk under penalty of a 
$50 fine, as a protection azainst con- 
sumption. Yet at the same time 
fruits and other foods are exposed in 
front of the stores without any yro- 
tection from the dust and filtii carry- 
ing bacteria. The same will apply to 
clothing and other goods exposed in 
a similar manner. 

‘Then again there are ir. the city a 
number of second-hand stores aud 
aution rooms that are daily accept- 
ing goods that are offered for sale at 
public auction. These goods are uu- 
der no supervision whatever and the 
possibilities are that they may have 
come from houses where contagious 
and infectious diseases have cxisted. 

I am informed that in the handling 
of sanitary pails of the city they are 
neither fumigated nor disinfected If 
such be true we have here a more 
serious menace to the public health 
than the citizens suspect as ye have 
no assurance that these pails are re- 
turned to their owners. 

Another matter to which I would 
especially call the attention of our 
Medical Health Offiicer is the dis- 
graceful condition of the public clos- 
ets on the city market. On several 
occasions of/late I have with others 
visited them and found them so in- 
describably filthy that words cannot 
express and such as I am satisfied 
cannot be found elsewhere ina similar 
position on the continent. 

When as now we have the specta- 
cle of our health department con- 
demning the milk producers for their 
alleged unsanitary conditions and at 
the same time the indescribable state 
allowed to exist within “100 fect of 
the office of our Medical Health Of- 
ficer, it is surely a case of straining 
at a gnat and swallowing a camel.

Cost of Production Is Placed at 
Two Dollars a Ton by the 
Superintendent 


Alfred, Ont. May 30—There is 
considerable interest ‘here and in the 
surrounding country in the Dominion 
Government peat plant, which has just 
been started here, and which is the 
first venture of the kind made by the 
federal authorities in this country. 

Several previous efforts to manurac- 
ture a commercial peat fuel in Can- 
ada chad failed, so Dr. ‘Handel and 
other officials of the Dominion Mines 

Sranch recently decided to establish 
an experimental peat plant. 

The government acquired a peat 
bog of 300 acres located at Alfred, 

° . ‘ . . - 
near Caledonia Springs, Ontario, fifty 
miles from the capital. A storage shed 
that will hold 300 tons of air-dried 
peat was built; also a blacksmith shop 
and an office. After machinery was 
installed, men were set at work dig- 
ging out the peat belt, and making it 
into small squares, or, as they are 
called, peat briquettes.

‘The process of manufacture is com- 
paratively simple. The peat is shov- 
eled into a carrier, which carries it 
upwards until it falls into what ts 
known asa hopper. If it is not, when 
taken from the ground, moist enough, 
- water is automatically sprayed on it, 
and then it passes from the hopper 
out into the ‘conveyors, which dump 
jt at a spot where a device for cutting 

t up into blocks passes over It. 

In Open Air

This device passes over it in one 
direction, making fourteen — straight 
cuts. Then it is cut at right angles 
to this. This leaves: what looks like 
several hundred pieces of black clay, 
shaped a little larger than bricks, Na- 
ture does most of the rest. These 
wet blocks—for all ‘the world like 
blocks of black moistened clay—are 
Jeft there until they dry by the aid otf 
sun and wind. After several days boys 
turn them over, getting ‘paid at the 
rate of eight cents a thousand blocks 
for doing so. Then the other side 


dries. ‘This takes about three weeks. 
The Cost 
Mr. ‘Anrep explained that it cost 


about 80 cents a ton to make the peat, 
8 cents per thousand bricks for dty- 
ing, 15 cents a ton for stacking, and 
probably 20 cents per ton to take it 
from ithe peat plant to the C. P. R. 


ly investigating the peat deposits, Dr. 
Haanel made the foilowing remarks: 
“Considering the fact that we import- 
ed during the year 1908 coal to ‘the 
value of $2,850,000, constituting an 
enormous and inereasing drain on the 
wealth of the country, every effort 
should be made. to retain a portion of 
this money at home, not only to give 
employment to our own people, but to 
lessen our dependence upon outside 
sources.” Dr. Haanel also indicated 
that the known peat bogs of Canada 
covered around 36,000 acres; that such 
an area would produce twenty-cight 
‘iHion tons of air-dried peat, which 
would be equal in value to fourteen 
billion ¢ons of coal.

This is now entirely done away with 
and Edmonton vaudeville lovers can 
look forward to some great bills from 
pow on, The price of admission is to 
be raised to 75 cents for the best seats 
on June 6th, but when it is taken 
into. consideration that vaudeville 
prices in both the Dominion and the

BY CHICAGO MAN 


He is the First Scientist to Isolate 
an Individual Electrical 
Ion 


OLD THEORIES PROVED 


Professor Millikan Is Able to De- 
monstrate as Facts Important 
Scientific Theories 


Chicago, May 3o.—<After four years 
of investigation, Prof. Robert ‘A. Mil- 
likan of the physical department of the 
University of ‘Chicago has announced 
the proof of facts in electricity which 
are declared to take rank with those 
in optical research, which won the 
Noble prize for a fellow member of 
the faculty, Prof. Albert t\. Michel- 
son. 

For the first time, the University of 
Chicago physicist has )een able to iso- 
late-an individual ion, or elementary 
electrical charge, and to’ measure its 
value, and he is said thereby to have 
demonstarted the indefinite theory 
held since 1830 that an electric charge 
is not “a strain in the ether or an im- 
ponderable fluid,” ‘but consists of a 
“definite number of specks or atoms of 
electricity, exactly alike, peppered 
over the surface of the charged body.” 

Composition of a Current 

“It follows that an electric current 
which is simply a charge in motion 
consists of a movement of these atoms 
of electricity through or over the con- 
ducting body,” he asserted. 

“T am not broaching any new theor- 
ies, but have established beyond doubt 
several which until J was able to iso- 
late the electrical charge, never were 
proven. In isolating the ton I was able 
to see by a method of my own just 
what it did when separated. Once 1so- 
lated, the charge could ‘be measured 
for the first time and was found to be 
3.13x10-10 electrostatic units. + 

“Mr. Fletcher and 1 have been able 
to give a tangible demonstration ot 
the correctness of the view advanced 
many years ago that an electric charge 
is not. a homogencous something 
spread uniformly over the surface ol 
a charged ‘body, but that-it has a def- 
inite granular structure. 

“Tt consists, in fact, of a definite 
unmber of specks or atoms of elec- 
tricity, exactly alike, peppered over 
the surface of the charged body. 

Kinetic Theory Is Proven 

Another important theory which is 
proven by the findings: of Prof. Milli- 
kan is the kinetic theory of matter. 
Regarding this ite declared: 

“We have not only shown directly

that a molecule of air is in rapid mo- 
tion, but we measured the order 01 
magnitude of its energy OF agitation 
and find if to agree with the comlpt- 
tations based upon the kinetic theory. 

“Our results demonstrate 1 anew 
way that the negative ion in air ds 
considerably more mobile than is ihe 
positive jon—this means that its ve- 
locity is greater and that it moves 
faster under the influence o- an elec: 
trical field.”

Minneapolis, May 30.—Hundreds oi 
persons were driven from their homes,

better part of a city block destroyed 
Saturday morning in a spectacular 
fire, which consumed. the plants of 
the Great Northern Implement Com- 
pany, Rock Island Plow Company and 
Waterbury Impiement Company it 
Third street and Seventh avenue 
south, and for a time seriously threat- 
ened the city’s world-famous industry, 
the flour mills. The milling district 
was sttbjected to a literal rain of tire 
as clouds of punk-like sparks and. blaz- 
ing brands were blown onthe roofs 
and walls, setting fire to freight cars, 
loading platforms and wooden cros- 


ings. 

All that remains of two 
largest implement buildings in the 
Northwest are smouldering heaps of 
Diack ruins and piles of jumbled bric! 
and twisted iron, The loss, estimated 
by Robert R. Frey, manager of the 
Rock Island Plow Company, will run 
for buildings and contents in excess 0! 
half a million dollars, of which amount 
a large portion is covered by insur- 
ance.

Mr, Frey says the 
loss of his company will approximite 
$200,000 for stock alone, as the build 
ing is owned by A. W. Wright, Sagin- 
aw, Mich.

ATE GAME AND FUNGUS 


Lived Alone for Four Months 
Until Found By a Band 
‘of Indians 


Montreal, May 30.—Six inonths be- 
yond civilization in ‘the frozen North 
of Canada, in which the face of human 
beings, neither white nor Indian, was 
seen, Was the experience related by 
Hon. Harold Cevil, ‘the miner cousin 
of the present Marquis of Salisbury, 
and of the former Premier, who has 
had his share of perils and dangers on 
nearly every gold field in the world, 
and who frankly states that his ‘re- 
markeble adventures beyond the Por- 
cupine eclipses all he has passed 
through. 

It was, he said, towards the end of 
last October that he came down from 
British Columbia, having heard of the 
rising fame of the new. Porcupine 
fields. In November, pursuing his in- 
vestigations alone on the outskirts of 
the field, where for several reasons 
he made himself known to no one, 
he followed the occasional outcrop- 
ping or reefs into the forest, and there 
he utterly lost his bearings. 


Lost in the Forest. 

In the cloudy days towards the end 
of November he wandered he knew 
not where, evidently the farther he 
travelled getting deeper and deeper 
into the woods He was without por- 
table vod, but he had a revolver in 
his belt, a miner’s ac, ax hammer, and 
some matches. He came at length to 
a creek which ran through a lake. Out 
ot this he got some fish by weaving 
a net of boughs and grasses. After a 
week or two he was enveloped in a 
heavy snow storm, and’) he ‘realized 
that his chances of reaching civiliza- 
tion alive were slender. He could 
not get out of the forest until spring. 


Built a Shack.

He who was in a po- 
sition to write a cheque for $50,000 
whenever he got within reach of a 
hank, managed to get the tribe to ac- 
cept employment, with promise of 
good remuneration, It was the end 
ot April that he got back to Porcu- 
pine, and he calmly finished his  sur- 
veving before emerging again into full 
civilization.

He says 
he was devoted to the provinee fur 
which he has spent his energy and 
thought disinterestedly, and he was 
confident that the report of the com- 
mission would bear .-him out in this 
respect, 

Both Mr. Rutherford and Mr. Cross 
retain their faith in the railway po!- 
icy to which they were comnutted 
and which was made the: pretext fo1 
the insurrection that caused — their 
downfall.

This must be extremely disappoint- 
ing to Mr. Bennett after he succeeded 
in so clothing the things that “lack 
that element of evidence’ he desired, 
with so much treason as to kindle 
modest dissatisfaction into insurrec- 
tion, He no doubt firmly believed that 
he had in his power the means to deal 
a death blow to the government afid 
win for his party a foundation upon 
the strife injected into the ranks of 
the government supporters. ‘To him 
the occasion was one that occurs but 
rarely, and it was rare in the sense of 
being pregnant with magnificent op- 
portunities capable of being turned to 
good account in materializing his am- 
bitions. When he intimated that fear- 
ful disclosures would be made, he pre- 
faced his speech as solemnly as a 
prophet with a eulogy of the heroic 
action of the men he championed, 
“Phey will be,” he said, “beacon lights 
to beckon men of generations. yet 
unborn, to point theni the pathway of 
righteousness and duty,” 

‘ Portentious Words. 

Presumably the men taking, on the 
question at issue the other view were 
on the highway of unrighteousness. 
These portentious words from 
amongst others, still more so, that 
prefaced Mr, Bennett’s speech on 
March 2 indicated how confident he 
was of having at last found a vuiner- 
able point in the character of the gov- 
ernment he was opposed to. And this 
vulnerable point at the time was of 
things that “lack that element of evi- 
dence,” he desired, of which he said 
to the house as a whole, and more 
particularly to..the insurgents that 
he would supply that lack. 

As time goes, after dramatic efforts 
to get from somebody, somewhere, 
something to supply that lack he has 
failed. The hopes of fastening upon 
the members of the government un- 
faithfulness to their trust are, fast 
waning and as these hopes fade there 
is a corresponding growth of anger 
and disappointment amongst these 
who so suddenly transferred — their 
trust from the government they sup- 
ported to the ability of Mr. Bennett to 
give shape and form to allegations of 
cupidity and unfaithfulness on the 
part of the © attoreny-general, Mr. 
Cross, and neglect on the part of Pre- 
mier Rutherford, 

Though leaving office in the interest 
of their party they do so with clean 
personal records and with every pros- 
pect of ultimately seeing through a 
united Liberal party the realization 
of their hopes. In regard to railroad, 
extensions to north, both Mr. -ikatiiér- 
for and Mr Cross -will be found 
amongst the most loyal supporters of 
the new leader.
